Hoofs of houses are scattered 
through the streets and through the pub- 
lie squares, Wires of the telephone, 
telegraph, electric light and street car 
systems make the streets impassable for 
vehicles. The loss to property owners 
will be fully $100,000.

PARIS IN A FERMENT. 



Confession by Colonel Henry That 
He Forged Evidence Con- 
victing' Dreyfus. 



Suicide of the Forger and Prom- 
ised. .Reopening of Whole 
Case. 



Paris, Aug. 31.— The arrest of Lieut. - 
Col. Henry on the discovery that lie is 
the author of the important letter which 
figured in the Dreyfus ease, is one of 
the most sensational developments on 
the whole in this extraordinary affair. 
Col. Henry has been throughout fighting 
against Col. Piequet with whom he 
fought a duel. This new development 
evidently nullifies the evidence of Gen- 
erals Pellatux and BoidefTere, and the 
declaration of the minister of war in the 
chamber of deputies — in fact, some people 
believe that perhaps the real turning 
point in the Dreyfus case has been 
reached, and that the arrest of Col. 
Ilenry will lead to a revision of the trial 
of the prisoner of Devil's Island. 

It appears that as soon as M. Cavaig- 
nac assumed ollice as minister of war 
he charged the official, bureau to make 
thorough research of the Dreyfus case, 
and it wis this enquiry which resulted 
in the discovery of the documents lately 
read in the chamber of deputies by M. 
Cavaiguac, showing that the proof of the 
guilt of Dreyfus was forged. 

"When Col. Ilenry was summoned by 
the ministry for war and questioned by 
M, Cavaignae in the presence of Gen. 
Boideffere and others, he at first affirmed 
the authenticity of the incriminating 
document, but when discrepancies were 
pointed out he at first admitted adding 
sentences and finally confessed fabricat- 
ing the whole letter. It is affirmed, how- 
ever, that this discovery has not chang- 
ed M. Cavaignac's belief in the culpabil- 
ity of Dreyfus; but the minister ia de- 
termined to punish all guilty parties, no 
matter what their rank or position may 
be. 

Paris, Aug. 31 (10:30 p.m.)— Lieu t.-Col. 
Henry has committed suicide. 

Parrs, Aug. 31.— Col. Henry's confes- 
sion threatens to rekindle the Dreyfus 
agitation more than oyer aud seems 
likely to shake public confidence in the 
army. Even the Liberte,' a strong anti 
Dreyfus organ, says: "It -must cause 
the deepest pain to all honorable men 
that officers of such standing should 
show such a lack of morals." 

At a meeting five ministers admitted 
that a revision of the Dreyfus trial was 
unavoidable and a public' announcement 
that the ministry has decided to initiate 
such a revision is expected. The Temps 
this evening says that the disclosures 
made to the ministry to-day have decided 
the minister of war to place Count Es- 
t£rhnzy on the retired list. 

Gen. Lemounton De Boisdeffre, chief 
of the general staff of the French army, 
has tendered his resignation to the gov 
eminent. 

General Boisdeffre in his letter of re- 
signation explains that he resigns owing 
to having misplaced his confidence in 
Lieut.-Col. Henry, which led him to pre- 
sent as genuine what was former evi- 
dence. M. Cavaignae, minister of war, 
in reply, asked General de Boisdeffre to 
remain to "see justice rendered in the 
matter." General Boisdeffre thanked Mr. 
Cavaignae for this proof of esteem, but 
persisted in his resignation. He will be 
replaced therefore by General Benuuard, 
director of the military college. 



It is expected that a conference be- 
tween Sir William Van Home, Sir 
Charles Rivers Wilson and Mr. Price 
will take place before the president of 
the Grand Trunk returns to England, 
with a view to pare the way to a settle- 
ment of the rate war.

It is supposed that a battle is 
in progress between the Anglo-Egyptian 
force uuder Sir Herbert Kitchener, the 
Sirdar, and the dervishes under the 
Khalifa, somewhere to the north of Om- 
durman. 



THE SOUTH AMERICAN WAY. 

Ecuador's Ministry Resigns — Prisoners 
Released For a Political Purpose 

Lima, Peru, Aug. UL— The congress of 
Ecuador has suspended its sessions until 
it can obtain protection, consequently 
the cabinet has resigned. 

The Caccrist party in the city of Puno, 
capital of the Peruvian province of that 
name, has created a disturbance by brib- 
ing the guards on duty at the gaol and 
freeing the prisoners. 

The civil guard and citizens headed by 
the prefect succeeded iu crushing the 
outbreak. 



THE CABINET COUNCIL. 

The Rulers of France Consider Their 
Next Steps in the Case of 
Dreyfus. 

Paris, Aug. 31.— The cabinet has held 
two stormy sittings under the presidency 
of M. Faure. It finally rose between six 
and seven o'clock having apparently fail- 
ing to arrive at a decision on the ques- 
tion of revising the Dreyfus sentence, for 
the customary official note was not is- 
sued. 

It is possible, however, looking to the 
excited state of public feeling, that the 
government deems it advisable to pro- 
ceed cautiously and to cancel its de- 
cisions for the present. 

M. Del Casse, minister for foreign af- 
fairs, is said to have been violently at- 
tacked by his colleagues for having been 
ignorant of the intention of the Emperor 
Nicholas to issue his disarmament pro- 
clamation, but in the face of the revival 
of the Dreyfus affair the disarmament 
proposal has. taken quite a secondary 
place. 



IN Til 10 WORLD'S EVE. 

Doings of People of Prominence As Told 
>, By the Busy Wires. 

Paris. Aug. 31 —Lieut.-Col. Heury, the 
central figure in to-day's sensation, is a 
peasant's son. He was born in I'ouzy- 
kin, Mnrno, in 1848, and enlisted in [a 
foot regiment as his brother's substitute 
in .1803. He had a good military record 
for bravery and discipline. He was a 
prisoner of war in 1S70, and was wound- 
ed in the Algerian campaign. Ho re- 
tained much of the rough and ready man- 
ners of a non-commissioned officer. He 
was lacking in education, spoke no for- 
eign language, and owed his promotion 
principally to his reputation for blunt 
straightforwardness. 

London, Aug. 31. — Among the passen- 
gers on the White Star steamer Majestic 
from Liverpool • for New York to-dny 
were Rt. linn.

The Horsa brought south 52 passen- 
gers, 3-1 of whom are direct from Daw- 
son, and bring .^l^.^OOO in gold dust. 
They had left the Yukon metropolis ou 
August 12, aud came up the lakes on 
the Canadian Development company's 
steamer Anglian, transferring to the 
same company's steamer Kilburn at the 
White Horse rapids. As for the indi- 
vidual amounts represented in gold, 
neither the purser of the Horsa nor the 
passengers would hazard a guess, the 
latter being unwilling, for different rea- 
sons, to impart what information they 
did have ou tins score.

FROM DAWSON CITY. 

Miners Tell of Royalties Being Evaded, 
Official Outrages, and Daw- 
son's Poor. 

" There is no doubt in my mind but 
what French bill and Skookum gulch 
will be the richest portions of the Yukon 
country." said Alfred Pyrot, of Seattle 
at the Dominion last evening. " These 
places have not been worked to any con 
siderable extent, nor will they be until a 
change comes in Yukon administration 
but oil French Hill I have seen where 
gold can be literally taken out of the 
earth by the shovelful. I, with three 
others, own four claims on Hunker, and 
I can say for this creek that there is not 
a claim within three miles of ours but 
what has cleaned up at least $1,500. 

"Three- out of every live of the claim 
holders of this property have not paid 
the royalties. They have paid part of 
course, but have evaded most just as I 
have. I came down because of an at- 
tack of typhoid, which I only recovered 
from, and I brought out with ine about 
$12,000 in gold apart from checks, the 
amount of which T do not care to men- 
tion. Development work has ceased on 
account of the government imposition 
on mining but we will work our claims 
this winter. I was offered $80,000 for 
my claim some time ago. I refused it 
and consider now I was like many others 
offered more than I will ever get out of 
it." 

Mr. Pyrot was one of the Horsa's pas- 
sengers." Another who arrived ori the 
same steamer is Mr. J. Remington, of 
El Dorado, who feels none too cheerful 
over the situation in Dawson. Tie states 
that many stranded men are there work- 
ing for $2 a day in the hope of obtaining 
sufficient money to return home on. They 
of course cannot live on this pittance 
but in selling their every belonging and 
depriving themselves of all except what 
will keep body and soul together in a 
kind of a way at least they manage to 
lay by a little towards what will buy 
their transportation out. Mr. Reming- 
ton speaks of the Yukon officials in none 
too complimentary a way and believes 
it high time for an investigation into 
their conduct. He says he has waited 
all day in the post ofllce at Dawson aud 
then has not been served until probably 
next day while another might come nlong 
and by Haunting a .$!"■ bill in the face 
of a policeman be waited on without any 
delay. 



AN UNPROFITABLE VENTURE. 

American Bait Fishers Go' Empty- 
Handed From Newfoundland— Im- 
portant Issues at Stake. 

St. John's, Ntld., Aug. 31.— The Ameri- 
can brig Clara Charita, from Gloucester 
with the barges Fillid and J. E. Man- 
ning, fitted with chemical refrigerators, 
arrived at Burgeo, on the Burge island, 
off the south coast, yesterday, for the 
purpose of loading herring and squid to 
bait the American fishing bankers. The 
customs authorities issued a prohibition, 
on the ground that, if such an aet were 
permitted, it would completely revolu- 
tionize the purchase of bait from New- 
foundlanders by Americans. 

More than this, the authorities assert 
it would put in jeopardy the interests of 
the colony at the Quebec conference, as 
no concession could be expected from 
the United States if Newfoundland' had 
nothing to offer in return. The outfit 
of the vessels cost $50,000, aud the pro- 
jectors wore very foolish in coming to 
Newfoundland without first inquiring as 
to their privileges.

Branch of Society for Pre- 
vention of Cruelty. 



The Work of the Young Organi- 
zation Has Been Carried Out 
Willi Energy. 

"While the attendance lust night uttliu 
-annual meeting ot the Society fur the 
prevention of Cruelty to Animals waa 
not large, the reports read show that, 
although the Victoria branch is young, 
it has during the year heeii very oner- 
get Ic. The success that has already 
been accomplished by the society in the 
work it bus undertaken will undoubtedly 
have the result of quickly adding to the 
rtumoer of subscribers, and placing the 
orgu.../.atipii iu the strong position that 
it on lit to. hold in public favor. 

Mil or Ho'ufern", at the request of the 
presi ent; tuuU the chair, and in his 
opeuu.g remarks dwelt with satisfaction 
on the fact that the society had done u 
great deal of good, as the reports would 
show, and ti.::t in the past year the four 
cases prosoi oiwl in the police court had 
been SUCCCt 111. In the course of bis 
remarks, l! . am: or said die was rcQUest- 
;cd to esphi. . ili:.- rhc Lieutenant-Gofer- 
nor was unavoidably; unable to be pres- 
ent. 

Next came the reaUing of the annual 
.reports by the secretary, Dr. L>. li. Ho}- 
deu, as follows: 

The President, Ladles and Gentlemen: 
The executive committee of tie- Victoria 
.branch of the British Columbia Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty l<> AnlniuU, here- 
with present to you their, second annual re- 
port. We hope that you, who so generous y 
.iM us hi this great and Important work, 
vet really only meet with us once a year, 
will Una "this report full enough to convince 
von Hint we, your executive, have done 
good work since you elected us twelve 
months ago, and that you will accept this 
as our acknowledgement of the means you 
have given us to carry on our crusade, bn- 
dor the separate headings of this report 
you will learn something of our years work, 
lis well as what wo hope to accomplish In 
the future. During the year we, remember- 
ing that "Eternal vigilance is the price of 
safety," have had live special constables 
sworn In, and constantly on tin.' lookout, 
the following figures show what they have 
accomplished: Eighty-six cases of cruelty 
to animals were Investigated and dealt 
with during the year, of which four had to 
be taken Into the courts, and In all four 
convictions were obtained, namely: Ui A 
man for driving a horse severely lamed by 
a fall, was lined $30 and costs. (2) Some 
boys for cruelly treating a pony were con- 
victed, and let off with a warning. (I!) 
A ninn for driving a horse with two sores 
under saddle?, was convicted and lined, i ll 
Lastly, a mini who, after warning, persist- 
ed In working a horse Buffering with ex- 
tensive sores under the saddle, and defy- 
ing the society's officers to prevent hlni, 
was lined $2a and costs. Our year's work 
may he classified as follows: 

Cruelty to horses, underfed and unlit for 
work. 12 cases; driving with sores. 11' 
eases: driving when lame, 5 cases: ahuslng. 
17 eases; animals destroyed by society 
(with owners' consent), I! cases. 

Cruelty to dogs, abusing, heating, starv- 
ing, etc., 17 cases. 

Cruelty to donkeys and mules, underfeed- 
ing, not watering and abusing, 1! cases. 

Cruelty to cattle, underfeeding, :t cases; 
tying feet in cruel manner, t! eases. 

Cruelty to fowls, overcrowding ill crates, 
5 cases. 

Cruelty to sheep, tying feet and not feed- 
ing, a cases. 

Cruelty to pig, driving when unlit for 
travel, 1 case. 

A large number of teamsters not included 
In tile above were advised how to regulate 
and adjust harness on their horses so us 
to enable them to continue working wlth- 
-out suffering, and also advised us to the 
care of their animals, and cautioned If 
cruelties were repeated they would get Into 
trouble. Wo are thankful to report thin 
the reward offered by tills society for the 
apprehension ot persons conducting dog- 
rights has, we believe, bad a deterrent 
elteet upon the perpetration of such fiend- 
ish practices. Your committee lias begun 
u useful work 111 having placed In the var- 
ious ilvc -y StllblCS, and ut roadside Inns 
around the city, cards relating to the care 
of horses, and we hope to do much more In 
this direction ns soon as our financial posi- 
tion will permit of it. Our efforts for the 
last year have been frequently directed to- 
wards soon' improvement In the method of 
Impounding dogs In vogue hi the city- We are 
sorry to suy thai the city council nave not 
vet seen tit to take any action whatever 
in the matter, although it lias been brought 
to their notice on several occasions, but 
we have no Intention of letting the mat- 
ter drop, and hope long before tin- 
nest annual meeting to be able to report 
to you that the city has adopted some more 
modern and humane method of doing tills 
work. For. the last three months we have 
been working and perfecting arrangements 
for the formation of bands of mercy In our 
schools, a brunch of our work that has been 
so very successful In England ns well as In 
the Hast. Wo have obtained the required 
permission from the school trustees, so that 
a very few weeks will see a hand of mercy 
In full swing In .each nf our city schools. 
We believe that an Important factor In the 
future success of our society Is the educat- 
ing of the young to treat helpless creatures 
kindly. Merciful children will develop Into 
merciful citizens in a very short time, and 
Coleridge tells us that love of bird and 
beast Is n great factor In perfecting mini: 
"He prayeth well, who Ioveth well 

Both man, nnd bird, and beast, 
lie prayeth best, who loveth best 
All things both great and small; 
For iho great God who loveth us, 
lie made and loveth all." 

During the your your executive commit- 
tee lias held twelve regular meetings, the 
individual attendance at which was as fol- 
lows: Archdeacon 3ccl.ven, B; A. J. Dnl- 
lain, 10; Miss A. T). Cameron. 7: Itov. Dr. 
Campbell, 0: P. 1!. Kltio, 11: Dr. Hamil- 
ton. .".: L. Crease, 7; It. Chlpchnse, (!; D. II. 
Holden, 12. 

We cannot leave this part of our report 
without referring to out; membership. 
There are at present on our roll about fifty 
[to be exnet we have fifty-two members]. 
I feel thill: we ought and could have ten 
times that number If we only set to work 
with a deternilnutlon to do so. Our . use- 
fulness is greatly Impaired by our lack of 
, funds. In this respect we solicit the sym- 
pathy of all citizens of Victoria and dis- 
trict, with the humane objects we have in 
view, anil hope ma ny more will heroine sub- 
scribers to our funds, for this useful and 
benevolent work ciinnot'be carried on with- 
out means; nnd let us appeal here also to 
nil friends of animals, whether members 
of this society or not, to report all cases 
of cruelty they may see or he.ir of. not 
aiionvmously: " This Is olio way In which all 
can take active Interest In this work. Re- 
member Ruskln's words: "He Who Is not 
actively kind Is cruel." In referring to 
what wo have accomplished, we wish to 
express our deep sense of obligation to our 
Hon. Veterinary Surgeon Dr. It. Hamilton, 
for the valuable assistance rendered by hlni 
in constantly giving Ills services to our 
- «poe|ul officers, even to coming tn court 
mid giving evidence on our behnlf. Also 
to Mr. Llndley Crease, our lion, counsel. 
Tor conducting our enses In court, and 
cheerfully (riving his valuable time on nil 
occasions when desired. The special 
thanks of the society are also due to the 
eity and provincial police nulhorllles for 
the kind and courteous assistance rendered 
to us on nil possible occasions. And last, 
but not least, to the Victoria Colonist nml 
Times for their frequent nnd kindly refer- 
ences to or.r work. Your committee, fol- 
lowing the example of other societies 
tliroirjjhont Canada, has applied for and ob- 
tained iifllllatloa with Ihe Local Council of 
Women, and now we have u representative 
on their executive. Before closing our re- 
pert we must sorrowfully refer to the de- 
cease of one of our most active members, 
the late Mr. W. T. Drake, who was one nf 
our specials, nnd nn enthusiastic member 
of our society. Finally we hope, to the

best of our ability, by education rather 
than by correction and with your sympathy 
nnd monetary assistance, to case the bur- 
dens of the several creatures we have 
taken under our care. Ever remembering 
the words of Her Gracious Majesty, our be- 
loved Queen, in her message to the Royal 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals: ".No civilization can be complete 
which does not include the dumb and de- 
fenceless, among God's creatures, within 
its spheres of chnrltv and mercy."

Budiop Perrin, in proposing the adop- 
tion of the report, alluded to it as emi- 
nently satisfactory.

Sir Henry tlreuse, 'ih seconding the 
adoption of the report,, referred to the 
system of giving children in England 
prizes for particular instances of kind- 
ness to animals, l ie spoke very highly 
of the good accomplished by the society 
during the year, and suggested that 
each subscriber try to secure one more 
member during the year. 

The report was then adopted, nnd the 
election of olllcers followed. In re- 
electing Mr. A. .1. Dnllain us president 
anil Dr. Hidden us secretary, expres- 
sions of satisfaction were made ns to 
the excellent work they and the other 
olllcers of the society hud accomplished 
during the year. The new olllcers are:

The gov- 
ernment-nssny olllce is now fully equip- 
ped for melting all the gold that might 
be offered and the Bonrd of Trade con- 
siders that the government can lose noth- 
ing, but on the contrary benefit the prov- 
ince, by melting the gold here and purch- 
asing it on the government assay value. 
This would be an inducement to the 
miners from the North to stop off in 
British Columbia as naturally they wish 
to sell their gold ns quickly as they can 
nnd get as high a price for it as pos- 
sible.

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TO DAY'S CONVENTION. 

The Liberal-Conservative convention 
in Vancouver to-day will be an occasion 
of a great dnnl of interest and import- 
ance, if for no other reason than tlmt it 
is the beginning of organization for vic- 
tory. "Wo hope to see it made memor- 
able for another reason. One question 
Stands prominent before all others in 
the minds of the people of British Colum- 
bia tb-day, namely the action of the 
Lieutenant-Governor. This is not yet 
u Dominion issue, though it may he; 
hut the convention ought not to regard 
itself ns shut oft' from considering it for 
this reason. Xo political convention in 
this province ought to meet without 
making some deliverance upon this Im- 
portant matter. The most, vital Intor- 
■esls of the people are at stake. The 
very foundation of our system of govern- 
ment is in peril. We hope, therefore, 
that the convention will not close uitli- 
out plilc-itijr itself on record as opposed 
to such extensions and perversions of 
the prerogative as wo have lately seen. 

It is very evident from the recently 
published correspondence between the 
Lieutenant-Governor and his late ad- 
visers, and from the press comments, 
that, the principles of responsible gov- 
ernment are only partly understood in 
this province. It is also clear that if 
they are not firmly established, and if 
some political organization does not de- 
clare itself ready to champion them at 
nil .suitable times, one precedent may 
follow another until we have no vestige 
of free government left. As has already 
!bccn pointed out in the Colonist, the 
people of any British country have just 
■such rights of self-government, and no 
more, as they persistently assert anil 
•exercise, We are to-day called upon to 
■•assort rights which have not been dis- 
puted in the Eastern provinces for up 
wards of half a century, and have never 
been questioned in England in a hundred 
.and fifty years. 

We hope, therefore, that the Liheml- 
'Conservntives of British Columbia will 
•S|M>nk with no uncertain sound on this 
■point. If they do so, they will find 
their action endorsed by thousands of 
,people here and elsewhere.

STUANGE DELAY. 



There is much comment on the streets

ant-Governor. As the matter presents 
itself to us, the point involved is not one 
of veracity between the Lieutenailt- 

■ Governor and the ox-Premier, for the 
former, in his letter, states that the 

■ ex-Attorney-General told him that a 
warrant for $15,000 for the Cassiar dis- 
trict could lie issued without his signa- 
ture. His observations seem to be 

••directed wholly to that warrant. .Mr. 
"Turner, on the other baud, seems to he 
Scaling in his remarks only with the 
warrants upon usual routine matters. 
He does not make any reference to any 
advice having been given in regard to 
the particular warrant to which His 
Honor refers. 

We submit that under these circum- 
stances Mr. Elicits has already remained 
silent too long, nnd that only one con- 
struction can be put upon any further 
silence. He owes it to himself and to 
those who have given him their political 
support in the past, to make at once the 
most explicit declaration possible in 
this matter. This docs net. concern Mr. 
Eberts illone, and be cannot afford, and

NAVIGATION OK THE YUKON. 

The Colonist has been asked as to the 
date of the closing of navigation on the 
Yukon. So fur as Dawson City is con- 
cerned, Air. Ogilvle notes that ice was 
running in the Yukon on September 28, 
IS'Jti, and continued running until Octo- 
ber 13th; when it cleared out, and the 
river remained open until October 29. 
This indicates that navigation closed on 
'.September US that year at Dawson City, 
for stcainboating would stop when the 
ice began to run. Mr. Itattenbury, of 
the Bennett Luke & Klondike Naviga- 
tion Company, who naturally has given

information is that the time varies

T1IE REDISTRIBUTION ACT. 

Hon. Mr. Semlin and his colleagues 
stand committed to the defence of the 
Lieutenant-Governor for having dismiss- 
ed his ministry because of the Redistri- 
bution ""J the manner in which the 
debutes of the bouse were conducted 
during the consideration of that measure. 
This is so startling a thing that it calls 
for separate treatment. That it is whol- 
ly without precedent unfortunately 
seems to count for very little with the 
people of this province, who seem dull 
to the necessity of respecting established 
precedents. We shall endeavor in this 
article to show bow such tin action is ut- 
terly without warrant. 

The incident divides itself under four 
heads, namely: 

The intimation of the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor that he would veto the bill, if it 
contained a certain section, 

The objection of the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor to the all-night session, when the 
hill was in committee, 

The action of the Lieutenant-Governor 
in giving consideration to protests from 
Kootenuy, 

The defiance exhibited by the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor of the will of the people 
constitutionally expressed through the 
legislature. 

The intimation of His Honor that be 
would disallow u bill, if it contained a 
certain section which he did not like, is 
something so entirely out of keeping with 
what we had supposed the constitution 
permitted, that we find some difficulty in 
knowing bow to approach consideration 
of it. It is as if one should be told that 
one was greater than two or that a 
whole is not greater than a part. ' It is 
axiomatic that the Crown will not ex- 
ercise the veto power except upon the 
udvice of ministers having the confidence 
of the house. Strike this down, and you 
destroy the very foundation of our whole 
system of parliamentary government. 
The Lieutenant-Governor intimated bis 
intention to set up his individual views 
against the views of the legislature 
Had he the right to do this? It seemi 
absurd to have to argue on such a pro 
position, but let. us follow it. out to its 
conclusion. If the bill had passed with 
the objectionable section in it and had 
been presented to His Honor for his ap- 
proval, Ik? would have been obliged either 
to approve it or to compel his ministers 
to resign. Now the established rule of 
the British constitution is that; the 
Crown can only dismiss a ministry "up- 
on grounds that can be stated and jus- 
tified to parliament." Would it be pos- 
sible for the Lieutenant-Governor to 
state nnd justify to the legislature as a 
ground of dismissal that a. majority of 
the legislature bad passed a law which 
he did not like? The people, speaking 
through their representatives, have a 
right to say what the laws of the prov- 
ince shall be, and the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor must approve of those laws unless 
he can find a ministry enjoying the con- 
fidence of the legislature, who will advise 
him P> withobl his sanction. We con- 
fess to feeling the difficulty of proving 
the axiomatic principle involved in this 
question. As we have said, it is fun- 
damental. If it is not an integral part 
of the constitution of British Columbia, 
then the Lieutenant-Governor has no 
veto power at: nil. for he only possesses 
that power because this province is sup- 
posed to be governed according to estab- 
lished British precedent. The President 
of the United States has an absolute 
veto power, without respect to bis cab- 
inet or congress, subject only to the 
right of congress to pass a measure by 
a certain vote over bis veto. There are 
enses on record where recent presidents 
have caused it to be intimated to con- 
gress that, if measures were passed con- 
taining certain provisions, they would be 
vetoed. Lieutenant-Governor Mclnnes 
must be emulating the example of these 
presidents, for he can tiud nothing in 
British history to hear him out. 

The second nspect of His Honor's ac- 
tion is his reference to the all-night ses- 
sion. In the first place be is wrong in 
his recollection of the transaction, for the 
all-night session was on a totally differ- 
ent section from the one he objected 
to. Coupled with this is the 
action of the then opposition in walking 
out of the bouse because of a certain 
ruling of the chair. It is another fun- 
damental principle of British parliament- 
ary government that the Crown may not 
properly take cognizance of anything 
that fakes place in parliament. As a 
matter of fact the Crown has no means 
of knowing what takes place in parlia- 
ment except from the Journals, and 
these do not ever specify the length of 
time occupied by a session. Mr. T. B. 
Mclnnes may know everything that 
takes place in the house from the time 
it opens until it closes. He undoubtedly 
keeps himself informed of what is going 
on. But Lieutenant-Governor Mclnnes 
only knows what the Journals of the 
legislature tell him, and he cannot dis- 
cover from the Journals that there was 
.•in all-night session. As to the ruling of 
the chair which the house sustained, it 
is sufficient to say that ',t is also axiom- 
dtic that the house is the sole judge of 
its own procedure, and that there is no 
power in the British Empire, except the 
sovereign people acting by their ballots, 
not oven Her Most Grncious Majesty, 
backed by nil the courts and judges in 
the land nnd Hie whole power of her 
army nnd navy, can assert under the 
British constitution a right to pronounce 
judgment upon an order or decision of 
parliament ns to its own proceedings. 
The". Lieutcnnnt-Covernor has violated 
this essential principle of parliamentary 
government. 

The (bird aspect of the case is the 



Lieutenant-Governor's reception of pro- 
tests from Kootenay. If the Lieutenant- 
Governor received any such protests, it 
was his bounden duty under the consti- 
tution to hav.e inade them known to his 
advisers. He tells Mr. Turner that be 
sympathized with the indignation of the 
protestants, but did not consider the cir- 
cumstances of so grave a character us 
to warrant a dismissal of the ministry, 
Wo ask the people of Canada to consider 
what His Honor here says. He indi- 
cates that although the house had pass- 
ed u measure by a large majority, a mea- 
sure dealing with the constitution of the 
house itself, he contemplated dismissing 
his ministry because some people nnd 
some papers in Kootenay disapproved of 
the measure. He only refrained from 
so doing because he did not consider the 
case sufficiently serious. Hero we have 
a distinct claim that His Honor holds 
the gubernatorial otliee to ho invested 
with power to disregard the expressed 
wishes of the people, though in the form 
of a legislative. enactment, and not upon 
the demands of anonymous stud irre- 
sponsible persons. To state such a claim 
of authority is to refute it. Neither the 
Crown nor any of its representatives 
ever before took so utterly and untenable 
a position. 

The fourth aspect of (he case, namely, 
(he Lieutenant-Governor's defiance of 
the will of the people constitutionally ex- 
pressed, has already been Incidentally 
covered in what bus been said above. 
There is much more that might lie said 
• in the subject, but the space available 
is limited. To fully explain all the prin- 
ciples involved in the above incident, of 
the Lieutenant-Governor's action, ami all 
the precedents which be has violated, 
would require a long speech. It will lie 
necessary for some one to explain these 
matters fully upon the public platform 
and in the meantime we content our- 
selves with the general propositions 
above set forth, simply nclding that if 
His Honor believes, as we arc bound fo 
believe he docs, that be possesses the 
right, to set ut defiance the wishes of 
the people in the manner indicated, lie is 
utterly at sea ia regard tr> the funda- 
mental rules on the British constitution 
.•mil responsible government.

to fill, lr it were necessary to call the 
house together, as the opposition news- 
papers advocated, when Sir. Turner still 
held the reins of government, and until 
the constitutional liberties of the people 
were trampled under foot, bow much 
mere so is this necessary at the present 
lime, when llis Honor is fully aware of 
the fact tlmt the cabinet docs not pos- 
sess the confidence of a majority of the 
elected representatives, anil that on a 
test vote to-morrow it could be defeated? 
The entire business ever since the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor i nt mil need autocracy 
into tbi' province has been n disgrace to 
this possession of an Empire tlmt. has 
always boasted the splendid bulwark 
which statesmen have placed around the 
rights of the common people. It is not 
by any menus unnatural that, in conse- 
quence of the present conditions of af- 
fairs, sympathy is being extended to the 
Hon. Mr. Turner from quarters hitherto 
unfriendly to him, and that it will bear 
fruit in good time.

The Winnipeg 'Tribune lias donned its 
war paint, taken up the tomahawk, start- 
ed on the warpatli and is after Judge 
MoGuire's sculp. It has recently leaked 
out that His l ordship of the Yukon is 
the Dnwson correspondent of the Tor- 
onto Globe and has recently written let- 
It rs for publication condemning the un- 
scrupulous conduct of many of the offic- 
ials in that territory. He- has thus pro- 
nounced judgment, as the Tribune says, 
on the actions of men who may shortly 
lie brought before him on certain charges 
of prostituting their offices for their 
own aggrandizement ami bow can Judge 
McGuire, who is the only judge in the 
Yukon, Conscientiously sit in judgment 
on cases on which he has already given 
Ids decision? The administration of jus- 
tice is brought, into public contempt by 
such ii course of action on the part of 
nny judge. If if is proven beyond a 
doubt Hint Judge McGuire is unquestion- 
ably the Globe's correspondent, (he whole- 
affalr will border on the scandalous and 
would certninly destroy his usefulness. 
But ns no man is guilty in the eyes of 
tbe law until proven so it will be well 
to give him the benefit of the doubt un- 
til tbe nffnir is cleared up. There have 
been so ninny conflicting reports reaching 
our ears as to tbe doings of government 
officials in the Yukon that it is on utter 
Impossibility to make definite allegations. 
Major Walsh, who reached Scuttle a few 
days ago, certainly would have us believe 
that tbe charges nre foundationleas, but 
there nre always (wo sides to u story 
r. ml the only hope of getting at. the true 
stnto of affairs Is to trust, to Mr. Ogilvii 
to make a thorough Investigation and laj 
bare the facts of the ensr* for public in 
speetion, It. will be well until such time 
to refrain from making definite charges 
eithm way. Both sides will be found 
blamenble to a certain extent, but wo 
are confident that many of the stories 
made by the agitators now v sfrnndrd in 
the Yukon will bo found to be without 
the slightest foundation. 



THE QUEBEC CONFERENCE. 
Toronto Globe. 

A suggestion which has come lo us is 
is that there should be two treaties, one 
dealing with international questions 
which it is necessary or very convenient 
to settle, nnd the other with the exten- 
sion of trade between the two countries. 
The advantage claimed for this plnn is 
tlmt if the legislative bodies of any of 
the countries concerned — for instance, 
the Senate of the United States— should 
not accept the trade drniiigemen, the 
settlement of the other questions could 
still be confirmed, Tlmt would he tin 
undoubted advantage. But it would be 
necessary, if two treaties were made, 
that each representee! a balance of bene- 
fits. It would not do to have all the 
Canadian benefits in one treaty, nnd all 
the American benefits in another. 

The London Times speaks as if it 
were of the highest importance that some 
treaty should be negotiated. It snys; 
"It is possible that future historians will 
mark August 23, 180S, as a date of con- 
siderable importance in the chronicle of 
the relations between Great Britain and 
the United Stales. It may be hoped that 
the Quebec conference will clear away 
a number of Irritating difficulties, and 
we view the Impending peace negotia- 
tions and the prospect of a better un- 
derstanding between England and the 
United States ns extremely important. 
The conference has an imposing list of 
subjects to deal with, ami if any real 
business is to he done there must be a 
very active tendency to conciliation 
among the commissioners. Wo may In 
sure the United States will do their lit 
most to make the conference a success.' 
There is just a little too mueli here of 
tin? suggestion tlmt there must he 
treaty, any kind of treaty, in order to 
cement the good understanding between 
Great Britain and the United States. 
We do not understand the necessity for 
taking this position. There is no quarrel 
between Canada ami the United States; 
we have no grievance against them, nt 
least none that trouble us; we have done 
t bcni no wrong, and we see no reason for 
talking ns if it were necessary to make 
any sacrifice in The interests of pence. 

It was expected that the lumber (pies- 
lion would come up for discussion' at 
the conference, but scarcely in the form 
Indicated by Mr. Hardy's answers to 
Air. Whitney. It was supposed that an 
attempt would be made to bring about 
reciprocity in forest products. But now 
it appears that the Ontario government 
is to be charged before the conference 
with having made a rcgulntloii in con- 
travention of tbe terms of certain scab's 
i,f limits. The question arises, suppose 
that the limit-holders have a gricvanc 
what procedure will they adopt? Tin 
lire not sitting as a court or board of 
arbitrators to award dn mages. If they 
recommend the repeal of" the Ontario 
law, nnd a recommendation is as far as 
they can go. they must consider tbe ques- 
tion as n whole. The Ontario law arose 
our or a condition of affairs most in- 
equitable to the manufacturers of lum- 
ber in Ontario. The Dingley bill im- 
posed n duty of $2 a thousand on Can- 
adian lumber— Canada was not mention- 
ed expressly, but we give the substan- 
tial effect or the law. It proceeded to 
enact that it" Canada imposed an export 
duty on logs, an amount equivalent to 
that export duty should be added to the 
American duty on lumber. Thut is to 
sny, the law was intended not only to 
discourage tbe import of Canadian lum- 
ber into the United States, but to enable 
tbe American millers to get. a supply of 
Canadian logs for their mills. The limit- 
holders will surely not plead flint they 
have a right to ask for the continuance 
of the most uiifnir and one-sided arrange- 
ment produced by this law. The On- 
tario millers sny, in effect, "Take our 
lumber fret; of duty and you may take 
our logs free of duty." Surely no pro- 
posal could bo more fair and equitable. 
There is some talk of a compromise by 
which the duly on American lumber is to 
be reduced to $1 a thousand. Hut we 
Clin see no reason why anything differ- 
ent from complete reciprocity should be 
asked for. 

The limit-holders charge n breach of 
contract. Suppose the Dominion parlia- 
ment had put on a stiff export duty. 
The effect would have been precisely lh< 
same, and the limit-holders would have 
hud no cause of complaint, for they 
certainly took (he chances of an export 
duty when they bought their limits, nnd 
the Ontario goverment was powerless 
to prevent the Imposition of an export 
duty by the federal authorities, They 
can hardly contend that they bought in 
the expectation that congress would pre- 
vent the imposition of nn export duty 
bv the device resorted to in the Dingley 
bill. 

Our Quebec correspondent Intimated 
the other day that the question of war 
vessels on the great bikes would be con- 
sidered, and ndded: "IT it. is the wish of 
tbe United States merely to be allow- 
ed to construct war vessels on the upper 
lakes for ocean service, and not to 
maintain a fleet in the inland waters, 
it is probable thut no serious objection 
will be offered." The crucial question 
will be the one of transit, rather than 
construction, The vessels contemplated 
nre, we suppose, destroyers, and other 
sn.aH deadly craft, capable of passing 
through the Canadian canals. The Globe 
said when this subject was first broached 
A.July Ho) tlmt it: was opposed to the 
maintenance of armed fleets on these 
waters and to giving the Americans nny 
territorial rights in our canals, for that 
or any other purpose, and if adheres to 
that view.

THE ATLIN LAKE FIELDS. 
Conflicting Reports as to Their Charac- 
ter and Richness— Development 
Must Test the Value. 

One of the latest arrivals out from tin 
Atlin lake country is Mr. M. A. Goethe, 
of Sacramento, who, .with his partner! 
M. T. Hnney, was in Victoria last March 
and after outfitting made his woy into 
the northern country by way of fh 
Asheroft route. They did not go past 
Glenora, however, on the Teslin lake 
trail, but instead went down the river, 
and thence to Skagway by way of Wran 
gel. 

When the excitement of the Atlin lake 

trikes came, Air. Goethe and three 
others joined the rush from Skagway 
ual spent a couple of weeks prospecting 
Ihe new territory, returning to Skagway 
in time to catch the steamer Horsu, 
which reached Victoria yesterday. Mr. 
Goethe, who is at thi' Dominion, says 
that ia his opinion the new finds are 
considerably overrated, and that the 
majority of those who rushed in to Atlin 
lake when the gold fever struck the 
town are now returning. The only work 
that has been done is on the discovery 
claim, and it is impossible to know just 
what it is turning out, for the owners 
n ill not let. anyone near it. Goethe 
knew of one man who offered to pay for 
the privilege of washing out a pan of 
dirt on Discovery, but was refused. 
From the prospecting done in the dis- 
trict, Mr. Goethe believes that hydraii- 
licking might be the best means of work- 
ing Pine creek, could the small 100-foot 
placer claims be grouped. He does not 
advise anyone to go in on the finds al- 
ready reported, for it is hard to r.ift the 
truth of the stories. Many people who 
went in with the rush staked claims, but 
so far none of these are being worked. 

Speaking of his trip in from Ash croft, 
Mr. Goethe states that there is a stretch 
of country 200 miles south of Glenorn 
which may prove valuable as a quartz 
mining district, according to a number 
of old mining men he met on his way 
in. but as he is not posted on quartz 
mining, he cannot speak with certainty 
on the matter. 

Mr. Goethe's views are somewhat 
similar to those of Dr. V. II. Mooie, who 
on the 24th instant reached Skagway 
from the Atlin lake goldtields. He 
stated then that as yet the amount of 
work done was too small to give an in- 
telligent idea upon the value of the camp, 
Only one claim had been worked suffi- 
ciently to give a basis for estimating the 
merit of Ihe camp. This is the Discov- 
ery, owned by Miller Bros., and on the 
18th they cleaned up .$504, representing 
the work of live men for throe days. 
The attitude of the owners in refusing 
to allow any tests to be made on their 
dump of actual panning is looked upon 
as strange. Dr. Moore says that there 
is no doubt there is gold at Pine creek, 
but in giving his views to the Alaskan 
nt; Skagway, he remarked: "I would 
not be justified in condemning the camp; 
neither am I warranted in advising peo- 
ple to go there." 

W. J. Meyer, one of the partners of 
Feero, who wns among the first, to 
stake in the Atlin lake district, is firmly 
convinced of the richness of the ground, 
for to the Daily Alaskan ho stated that 
he has five claims on Pine. Birch, Wil- 
low and Alder creeks, and one on the 
old river wash. He says that there are 
as many leaving the district as going in, 
and one may hear all kinds of stories- 
some good, others bad— of the diggings, 
but that one must expect to work to 
obtain gold there, just, the same as in 
all other mining camps. 

One party claims to have taken out 
$10 in one nan on bedrock, and quite a 
number of if,'?, $4,50 and $5 nuggets have 
been found, according to his story. 

The lute Skagway papers report thnt 
many of the men who came out from the 
Atlin lake diggings will return as soon 
as they lay in stockH of supplies.

SHIP BURNED. 

The American bark Paring Brothers 
whs burned at Kobe last month. Fif- 
teen hundred tons of curios alone were 

tstored In the holds, and 17,000 rolls of 
matting were on hoard as well as sever- 
al hundred tons of rags. The whole 
cargo is insured, except that of a Japan- 
ese shipper who had several tons of 

• curios. That the lire originated in the 
fore part of the vessel there is not the 
slightest doubt, and what makes the 
mystery more complete is that the for- 
ward hatch was locked the whole of 
the previous day, and not a single coolie 

'had access to that part of the hold on 
that. day. The only, way access could he 
•obtained was by way of the chain locker 
from whence the smoke was first ob- 
served. 

REPORTED ri'RCirASE DENIED. 

In regard to the report appearing in a 
Vancouver paper to the effect that, the 
C P. N. Co. have purchased a steamer 
from the London & Northwestern Bail- 
way Co. to place on the Vancouver- Vic- 
toria route;, Mr. Vincent, of the C. P. X., 
says that, no such purchase has been 
made. As had been stated long ago, 
the C. P.\N. wore in treaty with a num- 
ber of ship owners in the Old Country 
for a fast steamer, as they found it 
would begtjpng while before they could 
gel a stejtme'r' built owing to the rush 
of work in the ship yards. The London 
Jk Northwestern was one of the compan- 
ies with 'which they had negotiations, 
.but no steamer bad yet been purchased.

onne, with the stern-wheeler Reindeer. 
The barge Elk, which was also being 
towed up, had to be abandoned in Beh- 
ring sea (luring a southeast gale. The 
Reindeer was also adrift: in the sea for 
fourteen hours, but Capt. Conradi man- 
aged to pick her up again.

through the Boston & Alaska Transport- 
ation Co,, via Seattle, remain ou the 
wharf at St. Michael, and the company 
arc unable to get the supplies up the 
river. The action of the federal govern- 
ment in giving the contract for the car- 
riage of the supplies for the Yukon force 
to a rival shipping port in the United 
States, over the tender of Canadian 
linns in Canadian Pacific cities, aroused 
great indignation at the time, and Vic- 
torians take grim satisfaction in the dis- 
comfiture of an administration that pre- 
fers to do its business through aliens 
rather than through the reliable shipping 
houses of our own Dominion. 

"The shipment of the supplies com- 
menced early in June, the first instal- 
ment being taken up by the Brixham. 
This cargo and subsequent shipments 
were transferred to river steamers built 
at the mouth of the Yukon. But the 
teen engaged in building the Boston tfc 
Alaska .steamers tied the bouts up for 
their wages, and the company have since 
been moving heaven and earth to get 
a river company who would take their 
supplies on to Dawson. This they have 
so far failed to do, as the river companies 
say that the Dominion government have 
ulieady paid the Boston & Alaska com- 

I puny 75 per cent, of the contract price, 
and they express doubt as to the ability 

j of the company to make good to them 
the transportation charges to 'Dawson. 
When the Danube left the river month 
on the 2nd August, the Seattle people 
were making frantic efforts to close with 
the river companies, but with little pros- 
poet of success, although a large por- 
tion of the supplies were landed there 
early hist month. In striking contrast 
to the above, and in vindication of the 
position taken by the Victoria and Van- 
couver merchants at the time the con- 
tract was entered into, is the fact that 
thirty tons of supplies sent up by the 
('auadia.li Pacific Navigation Co.'s Dan- 
ube, for the North West Mounted Po- 
lice, and transferred to the company's 
steamer Yukouer, has long since passed 
up the river, with every prospect of 
reaching Dawson safely."

PACIFIC CABLE. 

New Zealand Legislative Committee 
Makes Proposal as to Construc- 
tion and Control. 

Wellington, N. Z., Aug. 31.— A report 
of a committee of the legislature just 
issued recommends the joining of Aus- 
tralia witii Canada and the Mother 
Country by a Pacific cable, on the basis 
that Great Britain and Canada together 
would guarantee live-ninths of the cost 
of the cost, New Zealand and other cob 
nies to contribute four-ninths, of which 
amount New Zealand will contribute 
one-ninth. 

The committee also recommends that 
Canada be entrusted with the construc- 
tion, administration and maintenance of 
the cable, on the understanding that the 
contributing colonies are to be entitled 
to representation ami votes on matters 
of policy and- of management, and the 
cable to he jointly owned and controlled 
by the contributors. 

.' The report concludes by advising that 
a." conference of the colonies concerned 
in tbe new, cable be held in New Zea- 
land. 



CANADA AND THE PACIFIC 
CABLE. - 

The eastern Australian colonies are 
making a more earnest effort tlian ever 
before to have the project of an all- 
British Pacific • cubic from -Australia* to 
Cnntuhi carried through. The three 
colonies of the continent, New South 
Wales, Victoria and Queensland, which 
have made the latest ^proposition, and 
very much the fairest, are by—far the 
most populous and the wealthiest of 
the Australian colonics, having it corti- 
binod population of about three millions, 
against live hundred thousand of the 
other two continental colonics, West 
Australia and South. Australia, and two 
hundred thousand of Tasmania, the 
island colony. West Australia and 
South Australia, the western colonies, 
are interested in the proposed cable by 
way of South Africa, which is the rival 
of the Pacific cable, while Tasmania, 
which will have no direct connection, is 
comparatively unconcerned. The new 
proposition of the three western coiouics 
is that they slinll each bear one-ninth of 
the cost: of the cable, that New Zealand 
shall bear one-ninth also, and that Can- 
ada and Great Britain shall bear the re- 
maining live-ninths of the cost. It. is 
probable enough that New Zealand, 
which was not represented at the meet- 
ing of premiers which decided upon 
making this proposal, will willingly 
enough consent to it; and well she 
might, for the project contemplates the 
laying of a branch cubit! front Norfolk 
Island to Auckland, New Zealand, for 
her convenience, in addition to the main 
cable from Norfolk island to Sydney. 
From Norfolk island the cable would be 
laid to tbe Fiji islands; from that 
group to Fanning island; and from 
Fanning island to Victoria, B.C. The 
total cost of the cable is estimated lit 
$7,583,000. 

The share of each of the four Aus- 
tralian colonies concerned would, there- 
fort', under the present proposition, be 
$842,778, or $3,371,112 for till Australia, 
leaving to Great Britain and Canada 
$4,213,889. As Canada was expected to 
divide with (treat Britain the cost un- 
borne by Australia, the present proposi- 
tion is that she should pay .S2.ini>,!>-1.>. 
It is very evident tbnt the Dominion is 
not interested to this extent in the pro- 
posed cable. The value of Canada's 
exports to Australia, including New Zea- 
land, amounted lust year to $1,418,280 
only, and this business was done in con- 
sequence of great efforts made by both 
the Australian tlud Canadian govern- 
ments in the way of subsidizing direct 
lines of steamers between the two coun- 
tries, and establishing government ugen- 
cies, eac h in the other, to encourage busi- 
ness. By these menus Canada's exports 
were increased in value from $517,258 
in ISO!) to the figure named. The results 
cannot be said to have been encouraging. 
New South Wak'* is the only Australia n 
colony that enjoys our preferential tar- 
iff, siie being the only one whose tariff 
is ns liberal to Canada as Canada's is 
to her. Great Britain and the Austral- 
asian colonies will be the great and chief 
beneficiaries of the cable. The Canu- 
dian Pacific Itaihvay company, whose 
telegraph line across the Dominion and 
whose Atlantic cable will give connection 
between Victoria, British Columbia, and 
Great Britain, will reap a large busi- 
ness, but Canada is really interested in 
the project iis an Imperial bond of union 
rather than a direct, means of increasing 
her own material prosperity. But it is 
rjuite certain that the cable will not be 
a commercial success, that is. it will not 
earn a profit on its cost for years, so 
that it is really important as a line of 
communication between the chief nations 
of the Empire, Canada cannot, there- 
fore, treat it merely as a commercial af- 
fair. One of the reasons for urgency 
in the laying of the all-British cubic is 
that the French are trying to anticipate 
the laying of this British cable, giving 
a direct connection between Australia 
anil New Zealand with the continent of 
America by laying a cable from New 
Zealand by way of the New Caledonian 
islands, which are her possessions, to 
San Francisco. Whichever cable is 
first, laid will probably prevent for many 
veins tlie laying of a second cable, ns 
there is not," as we have said, sullieicnl 
business to secure the success of one 
cable, let alone two.— Montreal Witn

FAILED TO REPUDIATE. 

Senator Tcmplcmdn Has Not Yet Given 
_ His Opinion on the Libel on the 
British Troops. ,' 

Senator Templeman as n public man, 
unci us managing editor o£ the Tiuics,:has 
so fur failed, to repudiate the grots libel 
upon the British ttoops published hi his 
paper in an editorial on the battle of 
Athara. The continents therein made 
are without parallel in n newspaper 
printed in any section of the British 
Empire. Senator Teuiplenian's attention 
has been frequently callcd to the out- 
rageous article through (he press and 
by private letter and conversation, and 
he has still to make known whether or 
no his opinions are the same ns those 
expressed in the editorial in question. 
As a public 111:111 tlie hon. Senator cannot 
refrain any longer from repudiating the 
outrage without confirming tlie belief 
that he is quite in accord with the 
libellous tirade. 

Following is the nrticle from the Vic- 
toria Times of April nth hist: 

WHOLESALE MURDER. 

Great Britain is waging one of those 
dirty little stock exchange wars of hers 
along the Nile, and her soldiery are 
butchering tlie inhabitants of that in- 
teresting and historic country with a 
diligence any slaughter-house' employee 
might envy. It bus been pointed out 
again and again that Great Britain is in 
Egypt solely on account of financial con- 
siderations—stocks and bonds, and that 
all the Jingo talk about, "our rights" and 
"protection of the route ( India" is pure 
bosh. J I", however, there is any ground 
whatsoever other than the gross and 
shameful one we have mentioned, why 
a great, free and enlightened nation, re- 
puted to be very humane in its dealings, 
is meddling with affairs in Egypt we 
should be glad to learn it. Ou Saturday 
we had the painful duty of publishing a 
despatch from the "scat of war" an- 
nouncing a "victory" of the British and 
Egyptian troops over the dervishes, as 
bloody and disgusting a story of murder 
us we ever read. We are told "the Brit- 
ish and Egyptian troops cheered one an- 
other until lute at night over the capture 
of tho position und that tlie thick bush 
and river bed were full of dervish dead." 
Two thousand of tbe natives were 
slaughtered like sheep. Pleasant read- 
ing for British Christians at tbe end of 
the 10th century. The machine guns, 
worked in comfort and security by the 
gallant British soldiers, the more intel- 
ligent, Christian and civilized white bro- 
thers of the dervishes, mowed down the 
colored men in heaps, and all the horrible 
accompaniments of ghastly wounds and 
torn and mangled fragments of human 
bodies lending eclat to the proceedings 
when "the British and Egyptian troops 
cheered one another." We are aiso told 
there was great "rivalry to be first in the 
glorious race upon the 'dervish position," 
and that the deadly nature of the British 
fire wtis shown by the immense numbers 
of dead camels, donkeys, and other ani- 
mals in the trenches, besides the two 
thousand poor, half-armed, unorganized 
dervishes. Pnh! This bloody, wanton, 
useless slaughter is sickening to roatl 
about. And this is what British people 
have come to call jdory. Butchering 
dervishes in the Soudan, mid gallant 
Afridis defending their own homes in tho 
mountains of India. At such names as 
Waterloo, Salamanca, Badajoz and Vit- 
toria wo feel tho glow of pride, for there 
the British soldiers shed their blood in -t 
noble cause— the overthrow of a mil- 
itary despotism that threatened Euro- 
pean liberty— but this vile shambles of 
Athnra is horrible, sbnmeful beyond mea- 
sure, and Britons may do themselves the 
honor to blush at that bloody name, as 
they arc somewhat inclined to do at the 
recital of tlie story of II. M. Camper- 
down's shells ■ slaughtering the brave 
Cretan shepherds fighting for their lib- 
erty against the Turks at Canea— the 
most disgraceful episode in British his- 
tory. But in all that disgusting report 
about the "battle" of Athara there 
is nothing more sickening und disgusting 
than the remark of the Sirdar, Sir Her- 
bert Kitchener (?) to the men during 
their gory jubilations amidst, tho wrench- 
ed and battered corpses of their enemies, 
that "they must not forget God." A 
more impudently blasphemous thing no 
commander ever uttered, considering the 
awful circumstances and the suround- 
ings. But no matter whether the but- 
chers of Athara forgot Cod or not. doubt- 
less lie will not fail to remember them at 
the final accounting. British military re- 
cords are beginning to drip as boodily as 
those of Rome in tbe expansive period 
of her history. 

The Times on the 2-1 th of August 
furnished in a reprint telegram an ex- 
cellent excuse for Senator Templeman to 
withdraw the statements against the 
British troops contained in the above- 
qnotcd editorial. The telegram is as 
follows: 

Athara, Aug. 2.1.— -Tho transport col- 
umn of the Soudan expedition, which left 
(.'amp Burn on August 10, marching 
along the left bank of the Nile to nil 
etlvanced post on Barn island, arrived at 
Mctemneh on Sunday lust. The col- 
umn traversed the formerly prosperous 
and thickly populated .Taalin country, 
which is now completely deserted and 
covered with tho whitening bones and 
sun-dried bodies of the tribes massacred 
by the dervishes last year. Everywhere 
are evidences of misery und decay. The 
skilfully built dervish huts are deserted 
and crumbling. Mctemneh itself, a 
town of 5,000 houses, is now a scene of 
desolation, its houses in ruins, its alleys 
blocked with skeletons, and court yards 
putrid Willi corpses. The few natives 
seen are disposed to he friendly. The 
second brigade passed there in boats on 
their way to tlie front. Tho Nile is 
high, anil the sirdar, who has already 
reeounoitered the river to Shnblllkt). 
within fifty miles of Khartoum, found 
the passage easy for the gunboats. A full 
advance is expected to begin shortly, and 
It is not. unlikely thnt Khartoum will 
be captured by the middle of September. 
The hent is trying, but the expedition is 
in good condition. 

Really, Senator, you should npologi^o 
to a British community for tbnt article. 
Those "poor, half-armed, unorganized 
dervishes" are not tbe gentle, kindly, 
brave fellows the editorial would seem 
to indicate. Be sensible for once, and 
make the amende honorable even at ibis 
late hour; for it is not. seemly that a 
Canadian Senator should countenance 
longer, in his capacity as managing edi- 
tor, such 1111 outrageous libel upon brave 
Britisli soldiers. 1

MISSIONARIES IN CHINA. 

Some of the Dillloult Circumstances in 
Which They Work. 

Hankow (China) Letter hi London Telegraph 
An intolUgeiit traveller remarked that 
Hankow swarmed with missiutinrius, 
who are unhappily divided into so iuiiuy 
sects that even u foreigner is bewilder- 
ereiJ, let alone the heathen (.Chinee). 
Wuli, 1 believe that there are not more 
than nineteen or twenty different forms 
of Christianity in Obiuu, and no duubt 
they arc, with others, represented in 
tlunkow, which merely goes to show 
that the churches have realized the im- 
Ulbnse importance of this centre for all 
religious and educational effort. 1 spent 
u hot day under the guidance of the 
Rev. C. G. Sparhaiu, of the London Mis- 
sion, in visiting; the educational institu- 
tions, and came away with the impres- 
sion, apart altogether from theological 
creeds, that England cannot do too uiucli 
for Hunkow. The mere teaching uf 
the English language to these people 1 
hold of the utmost importance, and the 
scheme uf higher education now being 
elaborated for the better off Chinese will 
do immeasurable good. I was weak 
enough to be gratified beyond measure 
when two little celestials worked a long 
division sum— to divide 70,8-13 by $r>~>— 
right in n tew minutes, in English nu- 
merals, which they had never heard of 
12 months ago. , • ; 

I believe that Dr. Griffith John and his 
fellow-workers are right in believing 
that the present moment is an intellec- 
tual crisis iu China, the value of which 
ennuoj be overestimated. On Sunday I 
saw i:j men and women baptized into 
the Christian faith. It may be irrever- 
ent, but I think the long division sum 
impressed me more. Bjit let not Exeter 
Hull be alarmed by this " many relig- 
ions " bogey. It does not puzzle John 
Chinaman in the smallest degree. To 
him it is all "Jesus Christ pidgin" 
( Jesus Christ business ur teaching.) He 
seizes the essential, nnd does not mind 
the differences. Ititual uf all kinds 
touches him lightly. For example, the 
ituptists immerse, the Methodists and 
Episcopalians sprinkle their converts, 
and the Friends or Quakers have no 
ceremonial. It did not trouble the 
Chinaman. He described the three 
forms simply ns " Big wash, little wash, 
no wash," You don't entangle him in 
theological controversies. Xo, his weak- 
ness is of another kind, as was brought 
home to inc by a striking incident in 
Cheefoo. 

At the junction of two narrow, shim- 
my streets, I came upon a little group 
listening to n man, who ever and anon 
pointed to the clear, bright sky above. I 
and whose frequent repetition of the 
words tflcn and Slutiigti told me that he! 
was talking of heaven and the Almighty. I 
The speaker, wore Chinese attire nnd 
tile pigtail, but his refined features — plus 
the bicycle, on which he had travelled 
long distances — showed that he was a 
Westerner. He proved to be the Rev. 
Kufus II. Bent, an American, from 
Chinning CllOU. The hearers followed 
him intently, as one could see by their 
eager, intelligent, but unwashed faces. 
Here was a scene that I hud wanted, 
the surprised audience, the impromptu 
sermon, It was a novel experience to 
stand face to face with young and adult 
men to whom the idea of beneficicnt 
Omnipotence in place of capricious gods 
and demons was strange. I felt sure 
their Questions would prove that their 
minds had been for a few moments lift- 
ed above the horizon of rice and cash. 

Alas for poetry and sentiment ! The 
burden of all the inquiries was this: 
"If we accept this new religion, how 
will it help us to get a living ? " The 
Chinaman all over — ready to exchange 
his old gods for new ones for n few cash 
per day ! It was disappointing. Tli*> 
sympathetic reader will pity the poor 
heathen all the more to think that the 
struggle for life pursues him even into 
the realm of religion. The worldly part 
of that sympathy may be spared. In 
five minutes' walk through Bethnal 
Green or Whi (echo pel I have seen more 
careworn creatures and pinched cheeks 
than I have ever found in the poorest 
Chinese quarter. Mr. Benton, I mny 
add, and a colleague of his, the Itev. J. 
H. Laughlin, whom I also met on the 
"Yungtse, had an adventure with brig- 
ands. Adopting a common devise, the 
thieves introduced themselves iuto the 
town an hour or so before the time for 
closing the gates, as Punch and Judy 
men. The Chinese equivalent of Punch- 
inello is very popular. In this disguise 
they got in their arms without being 



noticed. Then, making straight for the 
mission compound they begun their work 
of pillage and indiscriminate firing, at 
which signal every Chinaman near, und 
lirst of all the police, made off with all 
possible despatch, Sir. Bent was shot 
through the leg, but the women nnd. 
children and the other missionaries es- 
caped. After that experience, the mem- 
bers of the mission debuted whether it 
would not be permissible to use fire- 
arms in their defence, and decided, like 
sensible men, that it would be <|iiite 
proper. Since then they have trusted 
in Providence and Winchester rifles, audi 
have never been molested.

HOW TO IMPROVE OUIt CITV. 

To the Editor: Before proceeding to sum' 
up the conclusions arrived at In my two- 
previous letters, I would further suggest 
that better general results would certain- 
ly be obtained If the sectional feeling: 
caused by the division iuto wards were- 
abolished and the council were elected by 
the whole city, from the whole city, ami 
for the good of the city as a whole, nnd 
iiot with pledged Intention of seeing which 
ward can get most money, and a better 
continuity of policy would ensue If the 
election were for three years, three alder- 
men to retire each year, and by the way, 
why not have tbe mayor selected from the 
remaining six, in which case one addition- 
al alderman must be elected, nnd the 
mayor retire with the others. 

What con elusions, then, nre herein ar- 
rived ntV First, tbe contentment with cur 
geographical position and the conclusion 
that If wo will only rouse ourselves to 
adapt the city to Its natural sphere among 
other cities of the coast before it is too 
late, wc will still get a good return for 
money and energy. Secondly, by abolish- 
ing all payment to aldermen we shall take- 
the llrst stop in encouraging that proper 
feeling of public spirit which Is so essen- 
tial In any community, and thirdly, by re- 
moving the real property restriction we will 
make- It possible for a very large propor- 
tion of our ablest citizens to conic forward 
for election and therefore arouse more In- 
terest lu municipal matters. 

It would be Interesting If a return could 
bo made showing what percentage of the 
names on the voters' list arc now eligible 
for aldcrulcn under the existing ridiculous 
restriction. I use the word advisedly be- 
cause It does not have the only effect that 
was Intended, namely; to keep oat the dol- 
lar-n-day mnn, and I think such 11 return 
would show that not more than 25 pee 
cent, of the voters are at present eligible,. 
Which means that on the one hand Olio 
hears people bewailing tbe fact tbut the 
council Is controlled by Inexperienced men,, 
while on the other we have It proved thnt. 
these same people, who were most ener- 
getic some few years ago In patting on 
tills restriction which liars 75 per cent. of. 
tin.- voters from being eligible, nnd among- 
whom the most capable men are most like- 
ly to he found, that these same people, I, 
repeat, are entirely to blame. 

It will be asked how Is nil this to be- 
changed, as the council have power to vote- 
themselves salaries and are not likely to- 
refrain from doing so; therefore let this- 
power, along with the other necessary 
amendments, to the Municipal act, be "ar- 
ranged" by a higher authority, und In or- 
der to sot this higher authority In motion, 
let n petition bo framed specifying: these-- 
amendments, nnd have It signed by those 
on the voters' list, nnd let the starting of 
this petition be the first tangible evidence 
that we have at Inst roused ourselves from 
this suicidal apathy, nnd have determined' 
to show our neighbors thnt we have nt' 
last discovered how to improve our city.

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Late Advices Brought From the 
Far East by the Empress 
of China. 



Details of the Loss of thp Chinese 
Cruiser Fu-Ching;- Rebel- 
lion Ended. 



The Oriental papers which were 
brought by the Empress of China, hud 
strange to say, nothing about the Brit 
ish-Itussinn relations in the East, in re 
gard to which earlier papers printed so 
much. They contain, however, an iu 
teresting budget of general news. 

Lieutenant-Commander Selrner, of His 
Siamese Majesty's steamer Chninveau, 
was stubbed by a member of the crew 
and died some days luter. The com 
uiander had simply ordered the man to 
hurry some work. 

The appointment of a merchant as 
vice-consul for the United States at 
Canton has caused considerable discon- 
tent amongst foreign linns doing busi 
ness with the United States, who hold 
that it exposes the details of their busi- 
ness to a competitor, (lie vice-consul ex- 
amining the invoices. 

The prospects or the rice crop in Japan 
for this year are particularly promising, 
the harvest being expected to be about 
double the average. The barley crop 
also promises to be almost unprecedent- 
ed. 

There is, of course, suys the V. & T. 
Times, a iierce struggle going on among 
the diplomatic representatives in Peking 
to prevent China entrusting the re-or- 
ganization of her fleet to Great Britain; 
but negotiations in this direction are 
progressing more satisfactorily than 
those in connection with the army organ- 
ization. 

The Japanese are getting along 
famously. Numerous charges of 
timidnting voters at the recent elections 
have been entered, and GUI) men have 
been arrested for bribery. 

About a week ago more than 20,000 
sparrows fought a severe battle at a 
place in Fukuoka prefecture, Japan, iu 
which several thousand of the little 
birds were slain. The superstitious vil- 
lagers are said to have taken the occur- 
rence as an evil omen. 

A party of over 100 so-called " rof u 
gees" from IChtngpeh, but the male 
members of which are really Tatao Hui, 
or Great Sword society men, a society 
akin in aims with the Brothers' society 
or KohlO H«i, arc reported to have late- 
ly been making things lively in the vicin- 
ity of Woosung, by robbing in open day 
light well-to-do farmers and others. 

Tbe North China Herald says that a 
curious phenomenon was witnessed re- 
cently at daybreak upon the opening of 
the Ch'angmen gate at Soochow. Some 
4,000 or more rats of all sizes were seen 
to run out of tbe gutes, showing no fear 
of the country people who were (lock- 
ing to sell their market produce in tbe 
city. There is much excitement, am- 
ounting almost to a panic, therefore, iu 
Soochow, and a dire fate is prophesied 
to tbe city, it being remembered that a 
similar exodus happened in the fifties, 
just prior to the fall of the city into tbe 
hands of the Taiping rebels. 

It transpires, says the Hongkong Tele- 
graph, that a Spanish effort to entrap 
United Stales Consul Williams at Man- 
ila shortly before Dewey's great victory, 
utterly failed. The Spanish governor at 
Manila maintained to the last moment 
that there would be no war, and urged 
Williams to remain. But the consul 
had business elsewhere. lie hail se- 
cured splendid maps of Manila and its 
harbors, and was anxious to place them 
in the possession of Commodore Dewey. 
The British consul assumed charge of 
American interests, and Williams left. 

A Japanese naval OfHcer who has 
been engaged in surveying the const and 
channels of the Teseadores, has informed 
the Osaka AHashi that the remains of 
more than 70 steamers have been found 
sunk in the dangerous channels between 
the islands. At the place where the 
Nara Moru recently fouuderctl, no fewer 
than live other wrecks were found. 
There were four wrecks of steamers 
lying about live knots north or the island. 
Where the cruiser Unclii was supposed 
to have gone down, two vessels were 
found, one lying on the top of the other. 
The Pescadores channel, added the ctli- 
cer, was the most dangerous waterway 
in the world. "When the survey of the 
channel was completed, which it. was 
hoped would be accomplished by the end 
of this year, the navigating world would 
he largely benefited. 

DOSS OF THE FU-CHING, 

Other Chinese Naval Men Made Nc 
Effort to Save the Crew. 

Through their inability to understand 
the directions as to the use of life lines, 
13Q men, >the entire crew of the Chinese 
cruiser Ftt-ching, were drowned like rats 
in a trap, in tbe storm which wrecked 
llio warship at Port Arthur on June 0. 
The mail advices brought by the Em- 
press of China state that the Fu-ching 
arrived nt Tort Arthur iu the afternoon, 
daring a heavy fog, which prevented her 
from entering the' harbor at once, hut 
later the weather cleared, and it remains 
an unexplained mystery why she did not 
steam in when signalled to do so by Capt. 
Li, whose ship was flying the commo- 
dore's ling- , 

During the night a storm blew up, and 
in the morning the Fu-ehing dragged her 
anchor and was driven toward tbe shore 
to the same BPOt at which three years 
ago n similar accident occurred, ihe 
wind swung her alongside the shore, 
jvlth her low pointing to Ihe north, and 



commenced dashing her on the bench. 
Unfortunately she fell on her starboard 
side, opening her deck to the waves. The 
crew sought refuge in the rigging and on 
the upper bridge. 

The Russian first-class cruisers lying 
in tbe roads could render no assistance 
to the disabled vessel, on account of their 
draught, being too great to allow them 
to get alongside, nor could they send any 
boats, as the sea was running high and 
the boats would have been lost, if sent. 
The crews from the ships that were in 
the harbor got to the wreck by land, and 
tried to save the crew of the Fu-ching 
by tiring rockets with lines attached, hut 
the Chinese did not know what to do 
with the lines that reached them, as 
they bad never used them before. 

The pupils of the Chinese naval school 
on shore also came to the rescue, and 
tried, by signalling, to make the men on 
hoard understand how to use the lines. 
At one time tbe Chinese made an at- 
tempt to use the line, but while doing so 
a wave covered the vessel and washed 
off several of the men. The others, see- 
ing this, stopped the work. At this time 
the waves were nearly as high us the 
lighthouse, and in the narrow entrance 
from the roads to the harbor the water 
was seething. 

The captains of the two Chinese men- 
of-war in the harbor apparently consid- 
ered tbe situation of the Fu-ching 
tircly hopeless, as they did not even send 
out a crew to the wrecked vessel. At 
mid-day the Fu-ching was a total wreck 
on which two or three men were still 
seen clinging to the ropes, but after a 
short time they also fell into the water. 

CHINA'S ARMAMENT. 

Emperor Orders That All Primitiv 
Weapons Be Done Away With. 

A joint circular, under instructions of 
the Emperor of China, has been sent by 
the boards of war and revenue to the 
Tartar-generals, viceroys and governors 
of the empire, ordering them to do away 
entirely with spears, bows and arrows, 
etc., in the various branches of the pro- 
vincial armies, and to decide, after a 
general interchange of opinions amongst 
themselves, as to what sort, of modern 
firearms, ammunition and drills shall in 
future be used among the provincial 
forces The importance of using but one 
system of drilling for the troops and one 
style of weapons and ammunition being 
recognized as the supreme principle in 
the future armies of the empire, the van 
□us high provincial authorities are or 
dered to memorialize the throne as t< 
the best way of applying this principle 
and if any recommendation shall ne 
'found to he' superior to that already de- 
cided for the organization and arming o 
the Imperial levies-as apart from be 
provincial— the Emperor will give due 
weight to such recommendation. 

REBELLION ENDED. 

Being Poorly Armed, Rebels Were Un 
able to Hold Out For a Time. 

According to Chinese ollicial reports, 
the insurrection in Kwangsi is practical- 
ly at an end. The viceroy has sent a 
memorial to Peking to that effect and 
assorts that tbe various cities ami towns 
in Kwangsi which had been seized bj 
tbe rebels have been captured. Ihe in- 
surgents were wretchedly armed, and 
were unable to make any prolonged re- 
sistance against the Imperil! troop, 
armed with breech-loading rltles

The editor of the Litchfield, Minn., Inde- 
pendent, has recorded 111 that paper the 
Impressions formed by him during his brie' 
stay in this city with the state press ex- 
cursionists. Of course, being from the roll- 
ing prairies himself, the things least com- 
mon to him he most admired and appre- 
ciated, the sea and the ships that go down 
thereto being referred to more particular- 
ly. To <iuote from the Independent: 

•'Victoria Is quite English, you know. It 
is built on comparatively level ground and 
has some flue business and public build- 
ings. The new parliament bouse, just com- 
pleted, Is the pride of the city, and Is un 
elegant structure. Victoria has twenty 
thousand Inhabitants, or thereabouts. The 
entire day was put In here, Jn visiting 
points of Interest, chief among which were 
Esquimau, the naval station, the Chinese 
quarter and the public buildings. 

'•Esquimau, three miles from Victoria, 
Is Great Britain's chief naval station on 
the Pacific coast of North America. Elec- 
tric curs are run between the city and the 
naval station. The entire party made a 
trip out to this place, and were well repaid 
for the time. This station consists of a 
harbor, or anchorage for war vessels, II 
dock, lucludlng extensive storehouses nnd 
magazines for naval supplies, machine 
shops for making repairs and constructing 
naval apparatus, and an extensive system 
of land fortifications. 

"These latter were not visible to casual 
observers, and are not shown to visitors. 
It is known, however, that powerful mor- 
tar batteries are planted at suitable points, 
and great armor-piercing guns are mounted 
so as to command the surrounding waters. 
Nothing Is to be Been, however, of these 
defense works, and the army and navy peo- 
ple, down to the humbles l sailor, are very 
liuim when asked about the fortltlcutlons. 

"On arriving at the landing place of the 
station we were met by the steam launch 
of the flagship of the fleet, with two 
launches In tow, and the entire party was 
embarked and towed out to Her .Majesty's 
becond class cruiser Iuipcrienso, the flag- 
ship of the Pacific coast fleet. All hoarded 
the big, grim, black painted vessel, and 
for an hour everybody wus busy getting 
pointers on how to build and handle a 
warship. The Imperleuse crew were very 
ready and willing to explain the working 
of the guns and torpedo tubes and all who 
were observing were soon In possession or 
quite an Insight hi the general Ideas of 
warship construction. .In the harhor-.were 
idso iwo smaller gunboats, the torpedo 
boat destroyer Sparrow Hawk and two tor- 
pedo boats. The latter two, we might say, 
were not in the water, but were hauled up 
In a building on shore, rigged so that they 
could be slid back Into tho water when 
needed. 

"Curds entitling members of the party 
to free rides over the street car system 
of the city were distributed by Mayor Red- 
fern, of Victoria, and all points in tbe city 
were visited by the editors at their leisure. 
In the evening u concert at the leudlug 
park wus announced, but the evening was 
so chilly that but few attended. Tbe climate 
at Victoria Is said to be about that of 
southern England. We found here the 
same cordial hospitality that we had met 
at other points In British America. " 



THE NELSON POO KM AN. 

Eastern Capitalists Secure a Large Interest 
In the Mine— Head Office will be 
Moved to the Coast. 

On July 22nd the News-Advertiser report- 
ed that a big strike hud been made In the 
Nelson-Pooriuun' mine. It was then stated 
that about a year ago the Nelson-Poorman 
Company was re-organlxed and extensive 
development work was taken In hand, re- 
sulting In the lucky strike. The officers of 
the Doorman Company are A. L. Daven- 
port, president; Mr. J. Fred Hume, vice- 
president, and Robert Ewiirt, secretary- 
treasurer. 

There will probably be a change In the" 
directorate shortly for Major C. C. Ben- 
nett, of Vancouver, acting on behalf of 
Eastern clients, has secured large Interests 
In the company. Major Dennett bus Just 
returned from Nelson und was seen on 
Monday by a News-Advertiser representa- 
tive. He said: 

"I spent ten days at the mine and went 
thoroughly over It. The property Is looking 
very well; I was very much struck with Its 
appearance. The ledge In the lower tun- 
nel Is Just as strong as it Is in the upper 
working.t and Is from three to four feet 
la width, the values running from $18 to 
?1S0. This shows conclusively that the 
ledges In the south belt of the Nelson dis- 
trict not only bold their own but Increase 
iu value with depth. 

Owing to the large Interests my clients 
have acquired, the necessity of a change 
on the board has arisen, and It Is also pro- 
posed to move the head office from Nelson 
to Vancouver. 

"The property lias always had a very 
good uame la the Nelson district and tbe 
recent developments have given a great 
deal of satisfaction. It Is tbe Intention 
of the directors to push the development 
work, and plans have already been made to 
Increase the wuter power sufficiently to run 
the mill and compressor. 

it Is also the Intention of the directors 
to add another ten stamps nt an early date. 

As you know, the Nelson-Poorman Is one 
of the best known properties hi the Nelson 
district. Previous owners have taken a 
large amount from the tipper workings. It 
Is estimated that the owners have netted 
over $100,01X1 over and above tbe cost of 
the property nnd development, during the 
pnst few years, nnd this from a compara- 
tively small piece of ground. The property 
Is," went on Major Dennett, "fully equip- 
ped with a ten-stamp mill, besides n com- 



pressor plant, nil of which Is worked by 
water power at a very small cost. Then? 
Is ninple water power In the vicinity which 
will be taken advantage of at an early 
dnte to Increase die power, If necessary. 

On account of the way the development 
work has been done, the property Is very 
easily managed and the cost of mining and 
milling is merely nominal. The mill Is 
veiy handy: there Is no long tramway; the 
lower tunnel Is practically at the mill 
site. 

THE NEW FIND, 
ns I have said, Is of much value- to the Nel- 
son district, because It proves without 
doubt that the veins are true fissure veins 
und curry their values with depth. Th 
recent developments in the mine have 
borne out the report of u well-known min- 
ing engineer made some time ago. In the 
report he said vthat the vela would be 
round at the lowest level. The develop- 
ment work which has been done lately has 
been on his recommendation, 

The returns have just been received from 
■too tons from the White vela, thp ledge on 
another claim belonging to Ihe company, 
which had been put through the mill. The 
returns of the plate nnd batteries are 
Sld.r.0, no concentrates or tailings had been 
saved. 

The' Duncan Mines, Limited, which hns 
the adjoining claim to the White, the Gran 
ite, Is developing with a large force of 
miners and Is now sinking- some (17 feet 
on the ledge, which lias not varied from 
the surface showings of 4 feet.

Fresh capital is coming In al- 
most dally. The Centre Star sale has 
given a fresh Impetus to the camp."— Van- 
couver News-Advertiser. 

AMERICA, ENGLAND AND CHINA. 

It was easy to see that the continental 
European press would, In the language of 
a Berlin newspaper, view the coming ap- 
pointment of Col. Hay as secretary of 
state as '•Indicating an Anglo-American un- 
derstanding in far Eastern affairs." Col. 
Hay, as American minister at London, has 
been very popular among all classes In 
England, and his coining transfer to the 
head of the state department, to succeed 
Mr. Day, Is naturally Interpreted In Europe 
ns the first formal expression of the en- 
tente between the two English-speaking na- 
tions. The Berlin newspaper here referred 
to calls Col. Hay's removal from London 
to Washington "an event of the greatest 
importance." As England Is at present 
vigorously combating Russian pretensions 
in China, which are In line with German 
and French aims In that country, n leaning 
toward England by the United States 
urouses great Uneasiness In continental 
European capitals. 

The President, In showing this mark of 
Interest In tbe light which England is null 
lag in favor of the "open door" In Chines 
trade. Is merely giving concrete shape t 
the desires of the American people. Hie 
sin's endeavor to secure ascendency In Chi- 
nese political air.iirs, to the exclusion of 
I'Jiiglaud, Is almost ns much of a menace to 
the United States as It Is to the latter 
country, 't he influence which Russia seeks 
to assert will Involve the entire circle— In 
dustrlal nnd commercial as well as politi- 
cal— of the relations of Chlnu to the outer 
World, Russia Is endeavoring to do In on 
part of China What Germany and Franc 
are trying to do In other parts, to seeur 
exclusive trade privileges for itself, and to 
raise up a restrictive wall against <" 
other country. The large United States 
commerce with China, which Is Increasing 
more rapidly than that of any other na- 
tlon, Is thus endangered by the acts of the 
three groat continental European countries, 
particularly by those of Itassia. England 
opposes those pretensions, and wants, In 
the Chinese trade, an open Held and equal 
terms for all countries. In this contest, ns 
every intelligent American sees, England 
Is fighting United States' battles as well 
us Its own. 

In this Atlglo-nusshin controversy Is 
found a decisive reason why the United 
States must Insist on getting possession 
of the whole of the Philippine Islands. In 
order to render English victory certain nnd 
to Insure the protection of our commercial 
privileges 111 China we must throw our In- 
fluence beside England's. The way to 
make our Influence effective Is to exert It. 
from our vantage ground In the Philip- 
pines. No war will occur In this case. 
There are hints of war In the British press, 
and Intimations that their government has 
been beaten In the game of diplomacy by 
Russia. The outcome will probably show 
that these forebodings are erroneous. The 
present Salisbury ministry Is ordinarily the 
least assertive of all the governments 
which England hns had since Lord Bute's, 
a century and a third ago, but when occa- 
sion demands spirit nnd activity these 
qualities are not lacking. It will very like- 
ly be found that the victory in this contest 
is with England and not with Russia— thai 
the "open door" Is to remain open. The 
world knows that Ihe sympathy of Ameri- 
ca Is with England In this contest, and Am- 
erica, ns the world Is likewise aware, Is 
getting into n position which will make 
her sympathy un effective force In Interna- 
tional affairs.— fcjt. I. oals Democrat.
